* “phefioménal outbreak of typhoid} 
fever at Port Jervis was due to the 
use of milk vubtained from a dairy 
where the fluid was charged with 
the diseased germs. This, in the 
opinion: 
of New York, establishes as a fact 
that the unsanitary condition of a 
dairy farm may ‘be the means of 
conveying diseases to those who 
use milk frum that source. This 
opens up a new phase of sanitary 
science—the' necessity of proper 
drainage and other sanitation on 
farms daily supplying food to the 
people. | It is certain that fn the 
wells near foul earth, or cesspools 
or noxious drains, the water is 
liable to contamivation, and by its 
use in the dairy the germs of the 
disease may be easily disseminated. 
The sanitary inspection of the 
dairy is likely to be made a health 
regulation hereafter in New York.

Ex-Senater Spencer Discharged 

WASHINGTON, December 22. 
In the Criminal Court, Jadge Wylie 
rendered his decision in the case of 
ex-Senator Spencer, charged with con- 
tempt of court in failing to appear in 
the Star Route trial. The Judge held 
that the subpoena was nota proper one, 
because there was no penalty to it. 
He ordered the ex-Senator to appear, 
but limited the time to one day. The 
subpoena, by error, the Judge said, 
was for civil ‘and not criminal cases. 
The ex-Senator was here before the 
time ordered by the su-c led subpoena. 
He remained here two weeks, and 
had sought an interview with one of 
the counsel, but was unable to secure 
one, - Under these circumstances, and 
owing to the fact that the subpcena 
had been improperly served and re- 
turned, the Judge held the case not 
one of contempt, and discharged the 
prisoner. During the remarks, Judge 
Wylie said there was no doubt an ob- 
ject in the ex-Senator going 
abroad last year to avoid the Star 
Route trial then in progress. What 
his reasons were for wisbing to avoid 
the trial the Judge did not know. 
Spencer says he contem plates suing for 
damages.

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A Scene on the Decks ofthe Burn- 
ing Saint Augustine. 
Lonpon, December 22. 

The survivors of the Saint Augus- 
tine, rescued by the steamer John 
Williamson, report the scene on board 
the Saint Augustine as perfectly ap- 
palling. Something fell from aloft 
eutting off one of the Captain’s legs, 
and at his own request, a heavy weight 
was tied around his waist and he was 
thrown into the sea. Several sailors 
drowned themselves in despair. The 
fire spread with such rapidity, that 
everybody on board became panic 
stricken. The John Williamson res- 
cued the men, including the second 
engineer. ‘The life boat was smashed 
by the sea as they were drawn op 
board. People were seen on the bura- 
ing veasel and several bodies were 
seen in the water. 


The Bones of Our Honored Dead. 
IRKUTSK, December 21, 
The remains of De Long and com- 
rades of the Jeannette expedition have 
arrived here. The remains were 
borne in procession through the streets 
to-day escorted by a detachment of sol- 
diers, though a multitude of people 
joined the coriege. Many wreaths 
were placed on the coffins, and printed 
copies of poems describing the exploits 
and unhappy end of the parsy were 
distributed among thecrowd. The re- 
mains will be taken to America.

A Ship Ashore.

The 
passengers took to the boats and re- 
mained alongside the ship for several 
hours. The cargo is badly damaged. 

A Rescued Crew. 

Dover, December 22, 
The steamer Grantally landed bere 
one passenger, the Chief Engineer and | 
15 men, rescued with great difficulty 
from the os frome Sh Ao 


tine. The heavy sea at the time ren- 
dered futile all efforts to get a boat 
alongside the vessel, and the rescued 
men were hauled on board gradually 
with lines and buoys. They were the 
last that left the ship. The second 
mate shot himself and a sailor stabbed 
himself during the fire, through fright: 

The steamer John Williamson re- 
ceived six mere men from the St. An- 
gustine and landed them at New- 
castle. 

Massacre of Egyptians. 
PARIs, December 22, 

The papers publish the following 
from Cairo: King Abyssian is mass- 
ing troops at Adua, threatening Mas- 
sowah. It is stated that about the first 
of December Abyssian Chiefs attacked 
the entrances of the Egyptians, taking 
position near Massowah, and massa- 
cred 500 Egyptians.

Str:—In compliance with your 
instructions of April 19, 1883, I have 
the honor to submit the following 
report, in duplicate, of the opera- 
tions of this office during the fisc&l 
year ending June 30, 1883, with ac- 
companying stace.nents relatiye to 
the surveying department : 

The operations of the surveying 
service tor the district of Nevada, 
includin uncompleted . timber 
lands, principally un. rthe special 
depusit system by individuals, 
under the provision of sections 2401, 
2402, 2408, revised statutes, as 
on by the Act of March 3, 

There were at the end of June, 
1882, 12 uncompleted contracts, and 
there were let during the year end- 
ing Jume 30, 1883, contracts under 
special deposits, 17, and under the 
appropriation, three: leaving at the 
eud of the fiscal year nine uncom- 
pleted contracts. The returos for 
the year include 264 townships, 
giving an acreage of 5,551,368.53 
acres of agricultural and grazing 
land; 169,514.70 acres of mineral 
land; 40,841.46 acres of reservation; 
19,130.46 acres ansurveyed; making 
a grand total of 5,780,955.15 acres, 
The number of miles run and 
marked in the field was 18 miles, 24 
chains, 44 links of State line; 245 
miles, 24 chains, 44 links of standard 
lines; 12 miles of base lines; 30 
miles, 6 chains, 27 links of meridian 
lines; 868 miles, 29 chains, 10 links 
of township lines; 15,024 miles, 13 
chains, 85 links of section lives; 6 
‘tuiles, 58 chain, 45 links of reserva- 
tien lines; 38 miles, 27 chains, 50 
links of meander lines; 86 miles, 72 
chains, 47 links of connecting lines; 
making a total of 16,330 miles, 17 
chains, 52 links. ; 

There were deposited for the sur- 
vey of public lands, by individuals, 
under sections 2401, 2402, 2403, re- 
vised statutes, $128,361 01, and for 
office work tor the same, $10,090, 
There were 61 applications for min- 
eral claims, embracing an area of 
697.27 acres, and deposits for the 
same $1,860. ‘The jumber of plats 
made in the office during the fiscal 
year was 1.061; all of which, with 
transcripts of field notes, have been 
forwaried to Washington ‘and ap- 

roved, and the triplicate plats filed 
n the United States land offices at 
Eureka and Carson, 

Pursuant to appointment, I have 
relieved E. 8. Davis, Surveyor Gen- 
eral,on the 25th of May, and re- 
ceipted to him for the public prop- 
erty conneeted with the office on 
the 26th. ‘ 

Havivg taken possession on a 
date so near the close of the fiscal 
year, I am able to add but little in 
explanation of the work of that 
period, other than is contained in 
the several schedules of statistics 
herewith accompanying this report. 

During the past year the State 
has not n as pros us as in the 

Imy og for our bullion output 
as been less than usual, on account 
of the immense amount of “dead 
work” found necessary in order to 
place the mines in condition for 
vigorous prospecting on the lower 
levels. This period has arrived 
and such work is now being done 
on the Cemstock lode as was never 
known before, and there ts a hope- 
ful possibility of “‘bonanzas’’ being 
discovered in some of the mines. 
In otber portions of the State the 
mining industry is reasonably pros- 
ghey aud most encouraging of all 
s the immense amount of prospect- 
ing being carried on, the result of 
which will demonstrate in time, 
that mining in Nevada is but in ite 
infancy. An inereased interest is 
being taken in the search for cop- 
per indications of valuable ledges 
saving been found in Eiko, Hum- 
boldt, Washoe, Esmeralda aud 
other counties. The. borax pros- 

ts in Esmeralda county are 

fy than ever before. 

1e outlook of the State is ex- 
ceedingly encouraging, A _ larger 
*rea than ever is.under cultivation, 
and the most bountiful harvest in 
the history of the State will be the 
result. Farm hands are in demand 
in every section at fiom $40 to $50 
per month, and even at such wages 
considerable difficulty is exper- 
jenced in securing this class of help. 
Five hundred men are wanted at 
this immediate time.

UNWISE. 
The Mate of the Ship “Gath erer’

Judge Hoffman sustained 
the plea and he was thereupon re- 
leased from custody on the 28th of 
Jast March. He was given suffi- 
cient time to leave the -country, 
with the uuderstanding that if 
he ventured to return he would be 
tried on the indictments pending 
against him, and beiug so incau- 
tious as to come back, he was ac- 
corrdingly arrested and hail fixed 
at $5,000 on each of the three 
charges.

An Interesting Case New in Pro- 
gress in New York. 
A good deal of fun, which may
